General Flynn. Can you please stand and raise your right hand? 

Do you solemnly declare and affirm, under the penalty of perjury, 
that the testimony you are about to give will be the truth, the whole truth, and nothing 
but the truth?

Thank you, General Flynn. 

So this will be a staff-led deposition. And if any members decide to join or ask 
questions, they may do so and will probably do so by turning on their camera, and I'll 


defer to them at that time. 
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My name is a. lam a senior investigative counsel for the select 


committee. Also in the room today from the committee are a. 


She's sitting to my left. She's investigative counsel to the committee. To her left is 
committee parliamentarian. To my right is Po who's a 
professional staff member for the committee. 

And as | mentioned before we went on the record, there are a number of folks 
joining from the committee, and you can see them listed on the right-hand side of the 
screen in the Webex platform. 

Also joining us at this time are members of the select committee Zoe Lofgren and 
Liz Cheney. And if other members join, | will try to announce their presence as soon as | 
can note it. 

It's possible that other staff join as well. | do not plan to note their presence, but 
if there's a reason to, I'll do so for you, General Flynn. 

Under the House deposition rules, neither committee members nor staff may 
discuss the substance of your testimony that you provide today unless the committee 
approves its release. 

You and your attorneys will have an opportunity to review the transcript, and | will 
be in touch with Mr. Warrington about that. 

Before we begin, there are a few ground rules | want to make sure you 
understand. 

We do plan to follow the House deposition rules that we provided to your counsel 
previously. Under those rules, counsel for other persons or government agencies may 
not attend, and you are permitted to have your attorneys present. And we've noted 
their presence on the record. 


| will ask that you confirm that no other persons besides your attorneys are 
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attending or plan to attend this deposition today. Is that correct?

Mr. Warrington. We are not. 

ae Thank you, Mr. Warrington. 

There is an official court reporter who's transcribing the record of this deposition. 
So, along those lines, please wait until each question is completed before you begin your 
response, General Flynn. And |, likewise, will do my very best to wait for you to finish 


your response until | start my next question. 
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I'd also note that the court reporter cannot record nonverbal responses, such as 
shaking your head, so it is important that you answer each question with an audible and 
verbal response. 

We do ask that you provide complete answers based on your best recollection. 
If the question that | ask is not clear, please ask for clarification. If you do not know the 
answer, that's perfectly fine. Please sayso. But you can only refuse to answer a 
question to preserve a privilege recognized by the select committee. 

If you refuse to answer a question based ona privilege, staff may either proceed 
with the deposition or seek a ruling from the chairman on the objection. And ifthe 
chairman overrules such an objection, then you will be required to answer the question. 

| also want to remind you that it is unlawful to deliberately provide false 
information to Congress. Since this deposition is under oath and you've now been 
sworn, providing false information could result in criminal penalties for perjury or 
providing false statements. 

Do you understand all the rules that we've just gone over? 

The Witness. Ido. 

Thank you, General. 

And, logistically, just please let us know if you at any point need a break, either a 
comfort break or to discuss anything with your attorneys. 

And I'd just note that, in this type of scenario, it's best, if you need to consult with 
your attorney, to shut off your camera, as you just did, and shut off your microphone. 
That way, we won't be able to hear anything that you talk about with Mr. Warrington. 

With that, are you prepared to proceed?

Q You also served with the 25th Infantry Division at the Schofield Barracks in 
Hawaii. Is that correct? 

A Yes, 

Q You then served as the assistant chief of staff for the, | believe it's the XVIII 
Airborne Corps at Fort Bragg, North Carolina, starting in approximately June 2001? 

A Yes, 

Q  Andthen you commanded the 111th Military Intelligence Brigade from June 
2002, roughly, to June 2004, and you were director of intelligence for the Joint Special 
Operations Command from July 2004 to June 2007. Is that correct? 

A Yes, 


Q | understand that in June 2007 through July 2008 you served as the director 
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of intelligence at the United States Central Command and as the director of intelligence of 
the Joint Staff from July 2008 to June 2009. Is that correct? 

A Yes, 

Q In September 2011, you were promoted, | believe, to lieutenant general and 
assigned as assistant director of national intelligence at ODNI. Is that correct? 

A Yes, 

Q And then in April 2012 President Obama nominated you to be the 18th 
Director of the Defense Intelligence Agency, and you took command in approximately July 
2012. Is that also correct? 

A Yes, | believe so. 

Q My understanding is you retired from DIA and the Army in August of 2014, 
correct? 

A | retired in September. 

Q September, okay. Thank you, General. And, around that time, you 
started or joined the Flynn Intel Group, which is a company that provided intelligence 
services for businesses and governments. _ Is that right? 

A Yes, 

Q___| believe in or around February of 2016 you became an advisor to the 2016 
Presidential campaign of Donald Trump. Is that right? 

A Yes, 

Q = Andthen in November of 2016 you became a member of the transition team 
for then-President-elect Trump. Is that correct? 

A Yes, 

Q And from January 2017 through February 2017 you served as the National 


Security Advisor to President Trump. _ Is that right? 
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A Yes. 

Q After you left that, | believe you became chairman of America's Future, Inc., 
which is a 501(c)(3) nonprofit organization. — Is that right? 

A Yeah, but that's just recent -- just recently. 

Q Okay. But you ultimately did become chairman of America's Future, Inc.? 

A Yes. 

Q Roughly when was that? 

A April -- roughly April of 2021. 

Q Andare you also associated with something called The America Project, 
which | believe Mr. Patrick Byrne has a role in? 

A Yes. Yep. 

Q Okay. And did both of those, the America’s Future, Inc., and The America 
Project, help to fund the Arizona Cyber Ninjas audit in Arizona? 

A If it's okay with the committee, I'm going to claim -- at this point, on the 
advice of counsel, I'm going to assert my constitutional privilege under the Fifth 
Amendment and respectfully decline to answer the question. 

Q General Flynn, you have not produced any documents in response to the 
November 8th subpoena that we showed at exhibit No.1. Why haven't you produced 
any documents to the select committee? 

A On the advice of counsel, | assert my constitutional privilege under the Fifth 
Amendment and respectfully decline to answer the question. 

And if it's okay with the committee, going forward, when | invoke my privilege 
under the Fifth, | can just say "the Fifth," if that's okay. 

Q_ That's perfectly fine, General Flynn. There may be certain questions where 


| ask you to clarify and announce the full reason, but, yes, that's perfectly fine moving 
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forward, generally. 

Just so | understand, going back to the question | just asked you, is it your

| understand you'd like to make a point on the record, Mr. Warrington? 

Mr. Warrington. Yes, J. Thank you. 

Just so the committee is aware, we are in court, having filed the challenge, a 
motion to quash the subpoena. We are appearing at this deposition even though the 
case is still pending and that issue has not been decided on. We noticed that this 
hearing was going to go forward anyway, and that's why we're here. 

SS Thank you for that. So let's go ahead and proceed.

Q General Flynn, did you use a Gmail account or a ProtonMail account for any 
communications related to the 2020 election? 

A _ The Fifth. 

Q_I'msorry, could you repeat that? 


A On the advice of counsel, | assert my constitutional privilege under the Fifth 
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Amendment and respectfully decline to answer the question. 

Q Okay. And that was relatively hard to hear. | did catchit, though. And, 
at this point, | do want to be very clear about the basis for your assertion. 

So, General Flynn, are you invoking your Fifth Amendment rights because a 
truthful answer may tend to incriminate you in a later criminal proceeding? 

Mr. Warrington. Counsel, we are not going to explain the basis for the privilege, 
because the basis for the privilege -- explaining the basis of the privilege would defeat the 
purpose of the privilege. 

Si My understanding of the law, Mr. Warrington, is that a valid Fifth 
Amendment assertion is based on a truthful answer that may tend to incriminate a 
witness in a later criminal proceeding. | don't view that as necessarily admission or 
looking behind the privilege, just ensuring that, in fact, General Flynn is asserting it for the 
valid reason that providing such an answer would tend to incriminate him in a later 
criminal proceeding. 

Mr. Warrington. That's actually a misstatement of the law, Counsel. The Fifth 
Amendment in many court cases has been demonstrated by the court as held that it's 
there to protect the innocent from being ensnared in ambiguous circumstances for many 
reasons. 

But if you want to rely on the fact that General Flynn has read the Fifth 
Amendment and understands the text of the Fifth Amendment and is invoking his 
privilege consistent with that, with the Fifth Amendment, | think that he can answer that 
question. 

PF I'll just read for you the precise language of the Fifth Amendment. 
It's: "Nor shall any person be compelled in any criminal case to be a witness against 


himself." 
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Is that the basis for which General Flynn is invoking his Fifth Amendment rights? 

The Witness. Yeah. Yes. 

Q Okay. And! may ask you at various points, General Flynn, to acknowledge 
that. But! understand that there are certain questions here to which you are going to 
invoke the Fifth Amendment.

A _ The Fifth. 

Q___ Did you maintain any active social media accounts between November 3, 
2020, and January 20, 2021, including on Twitter, Facebook, Parler, Instagram, or 
LinkedIn? 

A _ The Fifth. 

Q Did you send or receive any messages related to the 2020 election through 
social media, such as Twitter, Facebook, Parler, Instagram, or LinkedIn? 

A _ The Fifth. 

Q  Doyou have any documents related to the 2020 election on a personal 
computer? 


A _ The Fifth. 
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Q  Doyou have any hard-copy documents related to the 2020 election in your 
custody, possession, or control? 

A _ The Fifth. 

Q  Doyou have any documents related to the 2020 election on any computer 
server other than the places we've already asked you about? 

A __ The Fifth. 

Q And just so! understand, I'll ask this again: Is it your position that the act of 
producing documents to the committee in response to the subpoena, as opposed to the 
content of the documents themselves, could tend to incriminate you?
